Americans Will Risk Nothing of 
Value to the Joint High 
Commission. 



Intimation That No Part of 
Alaska Now Held Will Be 
Yielded.

Washington, May 19.— Bach of the 
members of the American branch of the 
joint high commission has received a 
handsomely prepared invitation from the 
chamber of commerce of Skagway, 
through its president, to visit that port 
and see for themselves the conditions. 

The invitation recites in strong lan- 
guage the desire of the people of Skag- 
way to have the commission maintain 
to the utmost the claims of the United 
States to every foot of territory within 
the thirty miles lying between the sea 
and the boundary line as it has hereto- 
fore been recognized. The" invitation 
hus made an impression upon some mem- 
bers of the commission because of Mic 
earnest expression of the determination 
to maintain American rights to the ut- 
most. For one thing it is taken as com- 
pletely negativing the statement pub- 
lished some time ago to the effect that 
n majority of the people of Skagway 
are desirous of annexation to Canada. 

There is every indication of the abso- 
lute and final determination of the Am- 
erican commissioners to uphold the view 
of the proper boundary line set out by 
the people of Skngwny. if the boundary 
question is to be retained as one of tho 
subjects for the action of tho joint com- 
mission. It lias come to that pass in 
the negotiations now going on in Lon- 
don between Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Julian Panncefoto on one side, nnd Am- 
bassador Ohontc on the other, that t he 
resuming of the joint commission de- 
pends entirely upon the disposition made 
of the Alaskan boundary question. 
When the commission adjourned last 
winter it was because the two branches 
were unable to agree upon it.

Fifteen Violent Deaths in Itenuce 
Recorded Within a Month. 

Moutreal, May 19.— (Special)— The 
county of Heauee lias been the scene of 
an extraordinary number of tires, drown- 
ings anil accidents of various sorts re- 
cently. 

Last Thursday one of the houses in 
the concession <>f Hampton was de- 
stroyed by fire and three young children 
burned to death. 

At St. Theophile four adults and one 
child were burned to death in a house 
at mid-day.

County Lines Adopted Only 
When Party Interests Are 
Thereby Served. 



The West Denied Any Benefit 
From Rearrangement of 
Constituencies. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, May 19.— Tho government's 
scheme tor a gerrymander of the consti- 
tuencies was brought down by the l*re- 
niier to-day, Before Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had proceeded far with bis explanation, 
he dispelled from tin; minds ot" the oppo- 
sition members any Lope they may have 
bad that il would have been a fair meas- 
ure. The bill is evidently designed to 
strangle the Conservative party in On- 
tario. It sets at naught the principle of 
constituencies in population from 50,001) 
constituencies in ppulation from 50,000 
down to 12,000. 

The measure does not touch Nova 
Scotia. In New Brunswick it re-ar- 
ranges St. John, giving one member for 
the city and one for the county outside 
of the city. In Prince Edward Island 
county lines are restored, Prince and 
Queen's returning two members running 
together, and King's returning one. 

in Quebec certain parishes are re- 
moved from one constituency to another 
for the alleged purpose of restoring 
municipal boundaries. 

It is in Ontario that the bill gets in its 
work for the Liberals. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier explained that the principle re- 
garded in this arrangement was to re-' 
spect county boundaries as the boundur r 
ies of constituencies. It appears, how- 
ever, that this doctrine is only applied 
where the government finds it advan- 
tageous to do so. Many constituencies 
will still cross municipal t boundaries: 
The act provides that the constituencies 
of Cardweil, Bothwell and West On- 
tario shall disappear and lose one seat 
Two members are given to Kent, in 
which the greater part of Bothwell and 
a small part of Elgin are merged. Duf- 
feriit county, now included in Simcoe, is 
given a member, and one is allowed to 
Parry Sound, now joined in Muskojca. 

The bill provides that Ottawa and 
Hamilton shall each return two members 
and London city one, as now.' 

Toronto, which now contains one dis- 
trict electing two members, and two 
others which return one member each, 
will receive portions of the municipality 
now included in East. York and West 
York, adding .•10,000 to the population. 
The city will still have only four •.mem- 
bers, and will be carved into single 
member districts. 

Having assigned to each county the 
number of representatives, the bill pro- 
rides u court to divide several counties 
into ridings. This is to be done by a 

inmission of three judges of the 
Superior court, to be appointed by let- 
ters patent, who are instructed to make 
the division on the basis of population 

nd convenience. 

The change of representation is to 
om.fi into effect on the expiruti"" or this 
parliament. 

Sir Charles Tupner protested against 
the readjustment of the constituencies at 
the present time rather than after the 
census, when the constitution provides 
for such readjustment. He charged 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier was afraid to 
appeal to the constituencies which had 
placed him in power, notwithstanding 
success obtained by the government 
in wholesale corruption at bye-elections. 
The ministers were evidently afraid to 
trust their future in a general election 
before the electorate as now constituted. 
They had altered the franchise by placing 
its control in the hands of their 
friends in the provinces, tind still they 
have found it necessary to violate the 
principle of representation by popula- 
tion. 

The opposition leader showed that the 
whole operation of the bill was to reduce 
the representation of Conservative coun- 
ties and increase that of Liberal coun- 
ties. For instance, the Grit county of 
Brant wns allowed one member for each 
txteen thousand people while Conserva- 
tive Toronto had only one for each fifty 
thousand. Kent, a strong Grit county, 
was given large additioinal representa- 
tion, making i! proportionately three 
limes ns large as that of Toronto. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier claimed that par- 
liament had the constitutional power to 
pass this law, and declared that the sole 
purpqse wns to redress the wrong done 
in 1892. 

Clarke Wallace, from whoso eonstitu- 
ncy a large body of Conservative vot- 
rs will be taken, declared that this was 
more infamous gerrymander than

by the Qatar and myself, may so conduct 
the conference that the result will sat- 
isfy the Czar. To the health of His 
Majesty, hurrah!" <..;. 



DISCOUNTING MINERS' STRIKE. 

Owners of Slocan Mines Going Slowly 
tJntil Eight Hour Friction Wears 
Off.

Vancouver, May 19.— David W. King, 
editor of the Kaslo Koolenaian, stated 
at Vancouver to-day that tbe mine own- 
ers are determined to ndhere to the 
terms of their proclamation respecting 
the eight-hour law, no matter what ac- 
tion the miners may take.

Smallpox Case Loft Across the Atlantic 
the Cause of Detention. 

Halifax, May 19— (Special)— Thirty 
passengers who arrived here yesterday 
on the steamer Carthageniau have been 
sent to quarantine. The Immigrants 
hud all been ticketed to the West, when 
it was learned that, one family had been 
left behind at Liverpool, a member suf- 
fering from smallpox. 

A case of scarlet fever in a child de- 
veloped while the immigrants wore at 
the railway piers.

PARIS POSTMEN STRIKE. 

But Resume Work on Government's 
Threat of Instant Dismissal. 

Paris, May 18.— Owing to the refusal 
of the senate to vote on the bill recently 
passed by tbe chamber of deputies, pro- 
viding increased pay for postmen, about 
800 postmen refused to go to work early 
this morning, and later the whole force, 
numbering 3,000 men, went on strike. 
As a result there were no mail deliveries 
this morning, and the post office was be- 
sieged by business men who demanded 
their letters. 

The cabinet considered tbe strike and 
decided to- severely punish tbe leaders. 
The postmen were ordered to instantly 
return to work under pain of dismissal, 
but the strikers refused to do so, and 
attacked a post wagon manned by repub- 
lican guards. Tbe police beat the 
strikers off alter a light in which several 
policemen were hurt and a number of 
strikers arrested. 

In the chamber of deputies there was 
great animation. The minister of posts 
and telegraphs said the regular delivery 
would be resumed this evening, adding 
that the public service should not be 
allowed to lie at tbe mercy of a few offi- 
cials, nor could the latter be permitted 
to impose their will upon parliament and 
the government. 

Premier Dupuy said the state of the 
employees was not such as to allow any 
of, them going on strike, and if the post- 
men did not resume work they would 
be replaced by others. The government 
would yield to no such intimidation. 
(Renewed cheers). A vote of confidence 
in the government was passed. The 
socialist minority shouted and cheered 
for a general strike. 

Paris, May 19— The postal depart- 
ment and the Paris prefect of police last 
night issued a circular to the postmen, 
individually, announcing that all who 
failed to resume duty this morning 
would be irrevocably dismissed. As a 
result the strike has ended, the first 
brigade resuming work at 4 o'clock this 
morning. 

GRAIN SHOVELLERS' STRIKE. 

Buffalo Will Permanently Lose Much of 
the Traffic They Have Sus- 
pended. 

Buffalo, May 19— The strike of grain 
shovellers, freight handlers, ore dock 
men, elevator machinists and coal heav- 
ers, has developed into a struggle be- 
tween Bishop Quigley and the strike 
leaders. 

The Bishop secured n promise from all 
of the men who are on strike that they 
would accept the concessioins that he 
had secured for them and would return 
to work wdien he gave tliem word. Sub- 
sequently, however, a few of the more 
hot-headed leaders of the grain shovel- 
lers, notably President McMahon of the 
union, succeeded in getting the men to 
repudiate their agreement with the Bish- 
op, and the prospect of a settlement of 
the trouble thereby became more re- 
mote than ever. 

The firemen of the lake boats now in 
port have struck and say that they will 
not return to work until the grievances 
of the other strikers are settled. 

A public investigation into the cause 
of tin- strike is being held by the state 
board of medintion and arbitration and 
at this investigation the fact has been 
brought out that not only the port of 
Buffalo but the entire commerce of the 
lakes is in danger of being permanently 
crippled by the strike. 

Gibson C. Douglass of the Western 
Transit Company testified that vessel 
owners already had sustained a loss of 
over $100,000, that agents were refusing 
to load vessels for this port and that 
the commerce was being diverted into 
other routes. Western grain shippers 
had discovered that they could ship 
grain by rail from Indiana, Illinois and 
other stations cheaper than it could be 
shipped by boat to Buffalo. His opinion 
was that if the dock troubles continued 
a good portion of the lake commerce 
would be permanently destroyed. 

PIKE'S PEAK TO PARIS. 

Tesin Studying Out a Croat Scheme in 
Wireless Telegraphy. 

Colorado Springs, May 10. — To-day 
Nikola Tesla, the wizard of electricity, 
arrived in this city to spend three or 
four months' hard work from advanta- 
geous situations on a height ranging 
from LO.000 to 14,000 in altitude. He 
said: "I must study the conditions of 
the upper air strata. Tin-re are great 
laws ami principles which I want to 
stinly and command. 1 When I master 
these I will attempt long distance sig- 
nalling. I may send messages from 
Pike's Peak to Paris. In these high alti- 
tudes there is much to he learned. Elec- 
trical conditions are more active than 
at lower levels. This air is charged with 
elect rieity. I .hope for favorable re- 
sults."

either of those perpetrated by the On- 
tario government to keep itself in power. 
He reminded the house of Mr. Turte's 
statement at Brautford: "When the 
gerrymander is made we will wdiip the 
life out of them in Ontario." The bill 
was full of iniquity and hypocrisy. The 
government gave unfairly large represen- 
tation to Grit counties and unfairly 
small to Conservative districts. It was a 
farce to call in judges U> apportion seats 
after this gerrymander had been per- 
formed. No judge could make the bill a 
fair one. 

In the course of tlie discussion that 
followed it was pointed out that Simcoe, 
a Conservative county, was allowed only 
one member for each 27,000 people, 
while Kent, a Liberal district, had one 
for each 19,000, and Brant, Liberal, one 
for each JUi.SOO. 

Messrs. Tisdale, Sproul, Clancy, Mon- 
tague, Bennett and other members of- 
fered their protests. 

After dinner Sir Hibbert Tupper made 
jn few remarks, when the bill was read 
for a first time. 

It is not often that a bill is discussed 
to this extent on the first reading, and 
the tone of the opposition members indi- 
cates a rather bitter debate at subse- 
quent stages^ 

Some of tQy Ontario members have 
figured out that, on the basis of last elec- 
tion, the effect of the bill will be to de- 
prive Conservatives of seven seats. 

While Sir Wilfrid Laurier pretends 
that he has been moved to introduce the 
bill from a desire to respect the munici- 
pal boundaries, there are at least 11 
constituencies under the bill in which 
municipal boundaries art- disregarded. 
While he makes a claim to fairness, 
some members will represent only 14.000 
people ami others more than 50,000. The 
general purpose appears to bo to give 
excessive representation to Grit districts 
and partial representation only to Con- 
servative districts. More than 50 con- 
tit uencies in Ontario, or considerably 
over half the total number, will be af- 
fected by the bill. Some of the bound- 
aries changed have existed for thirty or 
forty years. 

TROOPS PGR ALASKA. 

United States Sends Them to Create 
Impression of Prospect 
of Trouble. 

Buffalo, N. Y.. May 10.- A special 
despatch from Washington says: To 
preserve pence and order in Alaska and 
to prevent a conflict between United 
States and Canadian miners, which may 
injure tbe good relations existing be- 
tween the United States and Croat Brit- 
tain, orders have been issued by Secre- 
tary Alger, under which three companies 
of infantry will be sent immediately to 
that territory.

Sen- 
ator Fairbanks will proceed to Alaska 
to examine the conditions there for him- 
self, and expects to return to Washing- 
ton in the latter part of .Inly, in order to 
be present at the reassembling of the 
Commission.

Japan Asked to Help in Their 
Expulsion. 

Tacoma, May 19.— Mail advices by 
the Oriental liner Victoria say nearly nil 
the Tokio journals give publicity to a 
rumor to the effect that China has ap- 
proached the Japanese Government with 
a request for aid to get Germany out of 
Shan Tung. The following dispatch was 
received by local inamlurians from Chili- 
an in. capital of Shan Tung: A large 
force of Germans went about 10 days 
ago to the village of Ivuochitlchuiing, in 
the hills near Kiachoti, and forcibly 
evicted the inhabitants. When this had 
been done, the Germans set lire to part of 
tin' village, and left. Another (orco of 
Germans in Jih Chan is demanding the 
person of Ole Hsuh Lin Ts>, who is 
charged with insulting a Ror Ish priest.

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THE LUDGATE CASK. 

The failure of the Attorncy-GeaeraJ 
to appear and prosecute Mr. Ludgate for 
tin. alleged trespass committed iu Dead- 
man's island is an admissioin that the 
case could uot be sustained, aud is the 
closing act of one of the grossest per- 
versions of the process of the law that 
bus recently come under the notice of 
the people of British Columbia. A few 
days ago we saw Mr, Ludgate, a lessee 
of the Dominion government, a gentle- 
man who believed that he was within bis 
rights in entering upon the island and 
proceeding to cut the timber thereon, set 
upon by officers of the law and grievous- 
ly trea ted. It is true that he might hare 
avoided rough usage by submitting at 
once to the officers, but be saw lit to 
compel the officers to exercise force, as 
he had a right to do. A man who re- 
lies upon a lawful bona lido claim of 
right may properly compel those who 
interfere with his exercise of that right 
to use force to compel him to give way. 
The degree of force, which he may 
require, is a matter upon which a jury 
niuy inquire if a question ever arises. As 
a matter of judgment, we should say 
that Mr. Ludgate resisted more than 
was necessary for a full assertioa of 
his claim, but not having been an eye- 
witness of what occurred, we are hardly 
iu a position to form an opinion, The 
fact remains that after a scuffle in which 
some slight injury was done to Mr. Lud- 
gate, he was handcuffed, and taken to 
prison. When the time came for the 
hearing of the charge, the first officer 
of the crown, upon whose direction the 
arrest was made, failed to appear and 
the complaint was dismissed. 

When we say that such a proceedings 
as this is calculated to bring the admin- 
istration of the law into contempt, we 
think we state the case in the mildest 
possible form, if an ordinary police of- 
ficer, acting on his own mure motion 
aud in a case where the person arrested 
could not possibly have an idea that he 
was justified in the act for which his 
arrest was made, should fail to appear 
and prosecute, he would lay himself 
open to the gravest possible censure and 
to dismissal. Surely the fuel that the 
responsibile person in this case is the 
highest legal adviser of the crown with- 
in the province, the officer charged with 
seeing that justice is properly admin- 
istered, and the person arrested is a 
man who cannot be charged with any 
criminal intent, and who every one 
knows was acting upon what he believed 
was a perfectly legal title, does not 
make the case any the better. If the 
police officer in tin; supposed case would 
be justly treated by dismissal, what pen- 
alty ought to be imposed upon t li<- At- 
torney-General? 

At the very Outset the Colonist failed 
to see how Mr. Ludgate could he held 
to be criminally responsible for what he 
did. Criminality presupposes intent to 
do that which is unlawful. But Mr. 
Ludgate bad reason to believe thai what 
lie did was lawful. We do not say .hat 
be bad a good reason. \{ r uppears to 
have been acting under the advice of 
counsel, and it also appears that one of 
bis counsel up 1,1 a day or two before 
bis arrest was the Attorney-General 
Billimself. We do not say that a man way 
not' lay himself open to arrest on crim- 
inal process by an act done under ad- 
^ice. /J"hut is a matter for a jury to 
determine. lint surely the Attorney- 
General; 'who was Mr. Ludgatc's coun- 
sel, ought to have known whether bus

FEDERATION IN AUSTRALASIA. 

The Campaign for Political Unity Initi- 
aled in the Colonies Over the Sea. 

The New South Wales parliament having 
prorogued, all political parties in Australa- 
sia were when the Mlowera sailed thence 
for Victoria (leveling themselves to the great 
campaign 011 the federal question. For the 
time being there will only be two parties 
in the land, the blllltles and the nutl- 
blllites. The operations nf the former will 
be directed by the leaders III chief of Un- 
political thought of the country, Messrs. 
Held and Barton. They have already set- 
tled the preliminaries. The previous federal 
organizations are to be revived, and 1111 
executive committee, Dominated by the 
Premier and Mr. Uarton, will be formed, 
lonslsllng of eighteen members. The colony 
will be mapped out Into districts, ami ar- 
rangements made for a number of speeches, 
lasting throughout the two months' cam- 
paign. In all probability Mr. Held and 
Mr. Burton will speak at the chief provlu 
clal centres as well as in the metropolis 
ami suburbs. They will be supported by a 
very numerous rank and Hie, both of mem 
hers of purl In men I and others interested In 
the cause of union. The actual dati 
1 he referendum will shortly be fixed by 
the govern incut. It Is understood that the 
itoyal ass. -in to the Enabling bill has al- 
ready been obtained. As eight weeks must 
elapse before the pell Is held, and as Satur 
day is not a favorite polling day In New 
Smith Wales, the ell 11 nee H are that the re 
ferendiun will not be taken until Tuesday 
or Wednesday, June !i0 or 21. 

The federalists me sanguine of success. 
They admit that at present there seems 
In he ii genii deal u( opposition to the bill 
both iu town and country, but they do not 
think It will prove a lasting character, 
In fact, long before the two months' cam 
pidgn is over they don't expect to hear 

10 u< -Ii of ll ppunents or ihe bill. At t he 

same time ii is recognized thai the light 
will have to be vigorously conducted so as 
la secure not ii simple but a very sub- 
stantial majority for the bill.

CUTTER BEARS NEW OFFICERS. 

Capt. Tattle Will Not Make Cruise to 
Behring Sea This Year. 

"For a number of years past," says 
the Seattle Post-Intelliponccr, "Capt. 
Francis 'Puttie has annually made the 
cruise to Behring Sea on a United 
States revenue cutter. Yesterday morn- 
ing Capt. Tattle looked for the arrival 
from Washington of final orders concern- 
ing his northern voyage. Instead, how- 
ever, he received the distressing informa- 
tion, of the serious illness of his estim- 
able wife, who had grown much worse 
since hi' left her at their home in Oak- 
land, Cal., about two weeks ago. He 
immediately wired the department ask- 
ing to be placed on waiting orders, so 
that he might remain with his wife. In- 
stead of complying with his request, 
which would allow hiua but three-quar- 
ters pay, Capt. 'Puttie was assigned to 
the command of the cutter Golden Gate, 
which is stationed at San Francisco, and 
will permit: him to spend considerable 
lime at his home. 

"It is likely that the Bear will' sail 
north in command of a captain sent from 
(In- East. ("apt. Tuttle was ordered -to 
have the cutler all ready for sea by 
Tuesday night next. lie left with the 
Bear early this morning for Departure 
Bay, where she will coal and return to 
this port, to be in readiness for sea at 
the time designated.

The Acting Agent General Has 
No Up-to-Date Infor- 
mation. 



Captain R. Mackay-Cadill, who left 
Atlin in March, has returned from a 
quick business trip to England and is, 
with a few' companions, a guest at the 
Dominion, prior to returning to Atliu 
when practicable. Discussing the pres- 
ent feeling in Loudon with regard to 
British Columbia, and more parti tlin,\ 
Atlin, Captain Cadill says that the lew 
gold district is regarded with ,vry gieat 
suspicion, in the first place been ise lis 
location is generally misundcrs: iod, ai d 
in the second because no really reliable 
information with regard to it is avail- 
able. The majority of the Londoners 
look upon Atlin as adjacent to tin' Klon- 
dike, and under the same laws and dis- 
advantages of misgovernmeut, in view 
ol' which they hesitate about making any 
investments m it. And when they appeal 
to the acting representative of the prov- 
ince for information, he finds him help- 
less by reason of his anomalous position. 
He is not an agent-general such as the 
other colonies possess to represent their 
interests; and furthermore, he is not 
kept in touch with the province and its 
conditions by means of authoritative 
publications that would do an immense 
amount of good in inducing the invest- 
ment of British capital in British Co- 
lumbia. The preparation of an oliieial 
turn of the output of gold from the 
various mining districts, fortnightly, 
monthly, or even quarterly, ami the cir- 
■ulation of such reports from the Loj- 
lon office of the province would be of iu- 
.-alculable advantage to British Colum- 
bia. In the meanwhile those desirous of 
interesting Londoners in this province 
compelled to await the time when 
they shall have been afforded opportuni- 
ties of learning something about the 
province — more particularly Atlin. 

"While in London," said Captain Ca- 
dill in an interview last evening, "I had 
every opportunity to judge of what was 
thought of the newly discovered gold 
lields in the Atlin district. Briefly, little 
or nothing ha/3 been heard of them. In 
fact, few knew of the exact locality of 
Atlin. Sonic thought it was a sister city 
to Dawson; others had an idea it was 
near Victoria itself, while all who had 
heard of it were of opinion that it was 
under the same administration as the 
Yukon territories"; lu the face of re- 
cent disclosures and reputed malprac- 
tices in Dawson such surmise has cer- 
tainly deterred many from trying their 
luck in Atliu. 

"And yet no blame can be attributed 
to anyone for this. Atliu was only 
struck late last season, little or no de- 
velopment was done and hence there was 
an absence of all time important data 
which undoubtedly serves to attract 
capital. I must, however, say that I 
think something can, in time be done to 
remove many of the erroneous impres- 
sions atloat in London at present as to 
the Atlin lields. 

"For instance, few would believe that 
it was but a week's journey from Vic- 
toria; that provisions could be procured 
at a comparatively reasonable figure; 
or that any work could be done in win- 
ter while everyone was convinced that 
one ran great chancee of being struck 
down with all sorts of illness peculiar to 
Dawson in it searly days. 

"The recent boom in mining proper- 
ties in the more southern districts of 
British Columbia is well known here and 
I must candidly confess that I think 
this is a most opportune moment to com- 
bat and do away with these mistaken 
impressions of a district where law, or- 
der and justice are paramount, officials 
above suspicion, the climate most favor- 
able to a pleasant existence, the wealth 
of the soil amply demonstrated and tran- 
portatiou therto rendered almost a pleas 
are trip, thanks to the excellent steam- 
hip service from Victoria to Skagway 
ml thence by the White Pass & Yukon 
railway to the bead of navigation; and 
here let me say that but few can realize 
or will believe that a railway service 
brought up to a state of perfection in so 
hort a period under conditions never be- 
fore experienced is in operation in a 
country comparatively unknown eigh- 
teen months ago. 

•I fee] sure 'that no one can gauge 
the gigantic- task undertaken and noir- 
ing successful completion until they 
have seen this masterpiece of modern 
railway engineering. Another thing I 
must mention as having done the coun- 
v much harm and that is Hie villifica- 
tion ii had received at the hands of 
.'er-do-wells— those who expected to 
find gold without, working for it and were 
unwilling to forego any of the luxuries 
1' life in pursuit of same. They have 
-one back to the Mother Country clonk- 
lg their failure at the expense of the 
olden North.

Mr. Littlejohn of Sydney Talks 
• of Intercolonial* 
Trade. 



Col. Haggard Again in Victoria 
Other Guests of City 
Hotels. 



George S. Littlejohn, of the millionaire 
Importing firm of Scott, Henderson & 
Co., of Sydnoj, N. S. \V., baa been 11L 
Uie Driard for some few days past, and 
goes up to Oliomaiiius this morning, On 
his return he will take the direct steamer 
from San Francisco to ULs home on the 
other side oC tile globe. Mr. Littlejohn 
started from Sydney some six months 
ago on a business trip around the 
world that has already taken him 
through India, Europe, the United King- 
dom, the States and Canada. His mis- 
sion is the development of reciprocal 
trade through his house, and he is con- 
tinually on the lookout for new avenues 
of business. Scott, Henderson & Go. 
were among the pioneers of the Austral- 
asian pearl fishing industry, and now 
rank among the very largest commercial 
firms of Australia. They are heavy 
importers of British hardware and 
heuvy staples, and of American, oils, 
hardware, tools and notions. From 
Canada they take a certain . quantity of 
tools, wall-papers, hoots and shoes, and 
furniture; while to British Columbia 
they look more particularly for salmon 
and soft lumber in earjro lots. The 
Douglas fir has become the most fashion- 
able as well as the most economical 
building timber in use through the 
Southern colonies, and at the present 
time this province and the Northwestern 
states divide the market about equally. 
The native woods of Australia are un- 
commonly hard, and more suitable for 
paving, railway ties, etc., than for build- 
ing purposes. Hence the colonists must 
look abroad for their workable lumber, 
and British Columbia has every oppor- 
tunity to secure the bulk of this import- 
ant trade. While in Canada Mr. Little- 
john has lost no opportunity of impress- 
ing upon the manufacturers of the Do- 
minion the requirements of the Southern 
trade. The chief obstacle in their 
way uppears to be found in the fact that 
with their immense population, their 
American rivals ia business are able to 
have a surplus product with which they 
can enter the market at an advantage. 
Canada is growing, however, and each 
year finds the manufacturers of the 
Dominion more firmly established in the 
export trade. Naturally Mr. Littlejohn 
is much impressed with the magnificent 
accomplishment* of Canada, particularly 
in the way of railway building, the 
P. 1J. standing as an enduring monument 
to the pinrk and sagacity of the Cana- 
dians. Of course the federation or the 
provinces, coincident with the construc- 
tion of the transcontinental road, has 
been largely responsible for Canada's 
progress. The laid; of similar federa- 
tion has retarded the natural growth 
and development of Australia. There, 
too, a transcontinental railway is badly 
needed — one that: would cross the island 
by the cable route from Adelaide to 
Port Darwin would reduce the distance 
between the former city and England by 
perhaps five days. It is bound to come 
sooner or later, and the sooner it does 
the better for Australia. Another rail- 
way that is badly needed is one to con- 
nect Adelaide willi the mines of Western 
Australia, while the adoption of a stan- 
dard gunge is nJso highly desirable.

GIVES OFFENCE AT OTTAWA. 

Repudiation Policy of Present British 
Columbia Government Commented 
on by Liberal Ex-Ministers. 

In conversation to-day about his trip 
to Ottawa, Dr. G. L. Milne, laughing, 
remarked about the numerous samples 
of climate he had experienced in his six 
weeks visit to the East. The first two 
weeks in April in Ottawa were like win- 
ter and u person from the West notices 
the sudden change from winter to sum- 
mer in East. ru Canada, for in another 
week warm weather was experienced 
with very little rain uutil well on in 
May, giving the farmers a good oppor- 
tunity to get in their crops. 

"On my return," said Dr. Milne," the 
culd weather in Manitoba and the North- 
west was noticeable. A week ago they 
were Buffering from very cold weather 
and the week before a blizzard had done 
some damage among the sheep and cat- 
tle. 

"The business outlook in the Eastern 
cities is most marked. In Toronto I 
noticed this particularly. Having been 
in that city about the first of the year 
and again in March, 1 noticed a sudden 
transformation in business. One can 
hardly believe such activity in trade 
could be produced in so short a space of 
time. The merchants are all busy, new 
enterprises are starting and the most im- 
portant factor of all is that new indus- 
tries and tuanufneturies am being estab- 
lished. In some of the western towns 
of Ontario where I visited, a feeling of 
jealousy exists against Toronto because 
manufacturers are being attracted to the 
larger place. However, it can be said 
that Toronto will no doubt become a 
large manufacturing centre," 

Talking of politics, Dr. Milne remarked 
that he did not think a general elec- 
tion at all probable at least uutil an- 
other session is held. As to redistribu- 
tion he did not believe that any change 
would be made in so far as British Co- 
lumbia was concerned. In fact it would 
require an amendment of the B. N. A. 
Act. to make any changes in regard to 
Island and Mainland representation. 

"It is possible," said Dr. Milue, "that 
the Government may consider the ad- 
visability of dividing Ihe ridings on the 
Island into more equal representation, as 
far as territory is concerned." 

In reference to aid to the Coast line 
railway. Dr. Milne remarked: "We have 
every assurance of a grant nt this ses- 
sion of the House. The Ottawa Govern- 
ment considers the action of the present 
Provincial Government in cancelling the 
aid. and repudiation of the agreement 
with Hie railway a very serious matter 
for the Province, as well as unfair and 
unjust, especially after construction of 
the line had been commenced. The aid 
act to the Victoria, Vancouver & East- 
ern Bail way provided Tor a daily ferry 
between Vancouver Island and Point 
Roberts, without costing tin additional 
expenditure from the City of Victoria. 

"The cancellation of aid to the Coast 
branch will affect the ferry undertaking, 
because the ahl given to this portion of 
the line would have insured the con- 
struction of boats, wharfs and moll? at 
Point Roberts, which is a heavy under- 
taking, But we are in hopes that, the 
Government of the Province will see the 
injustice of their action and restore the 
aid which they have seen lit ti> with- 
draw. The municipalities interested are 
now laking ll int.ter up, and will prob- 
ably supplement some aid so as to restore 
our company to its former position. 

"Everywhere you go the mines of our 
Province are spoken of. In Montreal I 
consider there are inure mining investors 
than in any city in the Dominion. Stock 
sales ami values are reported daily, and 
large transactions are laking place. 

"The mines in the Boundary Creek 
are e, nning forward rapidly. although 
railway communication is not yet avail- 
able; development work is being prosecu- 
ted and many mines are taken up by 
capitalists in Montreal. 

"The (.'row's Nest Railway is rapidly 
settling up East Kooteaay, and it was 
noticeable when at the junction of the 
('. P. It. with the line more than half of 
Ihe passengers on our trnin went south 
to this district. 

"The session at Otlawa will last prob- 
ably six weeks or two months. Matters 
drag slowly along, and when the ques- 
tion of redistribution comes up long 
speeches will again be Ihe order of the 
day." — Victoria Daily Globe.

Shortly before the just-arrived steamer 
Miowera loft Sydney for this port, the 
cutter Mystery returned to Oookstown 
from I lie scene of the recent disaster by 
liui'rleaue on the North Queensland 
coast, by which practically every vessel 
engaged ill the pearl fishery was wreck- 
ed, ;i million dollars' worth of property 
lost afloat and ashore. 

The sights that met the eyes of the 
relief expedition along the desolated 
coast were horrifying beyond description. 
I In olio place where a picturesque fishing 
village with a population of three hun- 
dred had stood, neither house nor tree 
; nor living thing was left. The site of the 
I little settlement looked like new-plowed 
Intnl. and tin,- survivors of the fishing 
folk had lied for safety to an inland 
town twelve miles distant. 

Tile Mystery's ollicers and crew recov- 
ered in all 58 bodies, of which eighteen 
were identified and claimed by mourning 
roluUves. Of the remaining forty, ;iil 
were natives, whose remains were given 
respectable burial in one grout trench. 
The four unidentified whites were in- 
terred in separate graves, with the sol- 
emn rites of the Anglican church. 

Captain -March of the Mystery reports 
that lie found large iish mid wreckage 
thirty and forty feet above high water 
level, and trees and vegetation levelled 
for upwards of fifty miles along the 



Grand Forks, May If..— When .lay l\ 
(•'raves, general manager of the Grauby 
Consolidated Mining & Smelting Com- 
pany, made the public announcement 
that they had decided to locate a smelter 
here, the inhabitants wont fairly wild 
with joy. For weeks past the matter 

hung in the balance, as other points I coas t~" 'EiVhty-s : ix" vessels were losl and 
offered advantages that could not be between 350 and 400 lives, 
ignored. Consequently the long pent up 
excitement found a safety valve in a 
joyous celebration. Even the most staid 
citizens • participated. 

The entire population of nearly 1,200 
thronged the streets, along which blazed 
huge bonfires. It seemed us though 
Dcdlain had broken loose. Bolls set up a 
joyous ))e;il, whistles blew, tin cans rat- 
tled in the hands of small boys, while 
giant powder freely distributed to miners 
boomed forth a salute from the surround- 
ing mountain peaks. It was long after 
midnight before the celebration termin- 
ated. 

Work on the smeller, it is expected, 
will be commenced within 30 days. The 
final contracts have been signed. All 
that remains fo he done to perfect the 
agreement is the consent of the city to 
guarantee the company against any 
damages that may lie caused by the Hood- 
ing of lands by the damming of the 
north fork of Kettle river. This ob- 
stacle will be overcome this week. 

The smelter, which will employ 200 
men, will lie in operation late in the fall. 
1 1 will have a capacity of 500 tons per 
day, with provision to enlarge lo a daily 
apacity of 3,000 tons. Mr. Graves has

Forward we were hard 
and fast, and aft there were 100 fathoms 
of water. It looked as though she would 
break her back, and there was only one 
way to get her off, viz., to lighten and 
then careen her. Wo therefore threw 
overboard everything moveable. Alto- 
gether we must have jetisonod £15,000 
or more in stores, fixtures and fittings. 
The ship cost £100,000, being of 1,0-10 
Ions displacement and built in 1802. 
She was armed with eight 10V1- centi- 
metre quick-firing guns and two machine 
guns, and she had a sea speed of 15% 
knots. It will cost fully £20,000 to re- 
pair her."

After almost six months of anxious 
watching, the relatives of those who sail- 
ed from Dunedin on the schooner Werftt 
last September have hope revived that 
they will at last be able to learn from a 
survivor of that ill-fated trader the story 
of her loss. 

Tlie Werfn was a vessel of ITS tons 
and was under charter to a party of 
nineteen— the crew being shareholders— 
for an inter-island l railing cruise. From 
tlie day of her sailing, nothing was heard 
of her* and she was in January last post- 
ed as "missing." On the 3rd of April, 
children playing on the beach at Stan- 
well Park, near Helensburgh, N.S.W., 
picked up a soda bottle containing the 
following message, which the writer had 
neglected lo sign: 

"October 28, 1898. Schooner Werfn, 
Captain Johnston, from Dunedin. N.Z., 
wrecked in about latitude 22, longitude 
47. All hands lost: but me. Am on an 
island somewhere off coast; of New South 
Wales."
